‘. OUR SHOES. 


Their Pains and Pleasures—Pecullari- 
_ ties of Foot-Gear. 
_ from the New York Mail. 

Sufficient attention has recently been di- 
rected to the question of obtaining comfort 
with the coverings for the feet to lead to sev- 
eral improved forms of boots and shoes,which 
heave been brought forward both in this coun- 
try and abroad. Apparently, however, the 
shoe-wearing majority remain ver much in 
the condition of the old man of Toulouse in 
this respect: 

There was an old man of Toulouse, 

He purchased a new pairofshoes; 
When they asked ‘‘Are they pleasant? 
He answered ‘‘ Not at present,’’ 

That turbid old man of Toulouse.’’ 


With the fasbionable variety of boot or shoe 
the case is usually even worse; the old man’s 
modification of his negative by “at present’’ 
conveys a sense Of hopefulness as to some 
ultimate better state, but the shoe which 
thrusts the foot forcibly forward where the 
toe limits are narrowed and shortened to 
drive it back and all its twenty-six beautiful- 
iy-arranged bones together, is hardly ao ob- 
ject to afford great courage. Although fash- 
ion has been proved capable of marvelous en- 
durance, this would never do for the soldier. 
It has been observed that effects of even 
such circumstances as galled feet, corns and 
bunions, enlarged and diseased toc-joints,and 
nails growing into tbe flesh, 

‘‘Come o’er the spirit of the brave 
And biast it inits hour of might.’’ 


A few years since, at a time whén the Swiss 
Government was engaged in reorganizing its 
‘army, an international shoe exhibition was 
held at Berne. The shoes of almost every 
nation were there exeeptjour own. The moc- 
casinos of the American Indian were, howev- 
er, exbibited, as were also the fine torturing 
feminine sboes of the Chinese variety, the 
bigh boots of the Russian Emperor’s cavalry 
cuard, shoes of Persian dames, the seaiskin 
varieties worn by the Esquimaux, shoes of 
the peasantry in various parts of Europe, 
with Greek and Roman specimens coming 
down from former ages.’ In connection with 
the display of coverings were acollection of 
models in plaster of the human foot. Of the 
people who attended the exhibition some 
were afterward led to express their conviction 
thatthe human foot as created is without 
corns and bunions, that the joint of the large 
toe docs not turn at an angle of forty-tive de- 
crees toward the next toe, nor goes that 
member lap over the latter; all of which 
might readily have been believed without an 
exhibition, yet from this no doubt has fol- 
lowed much that is working to the advantage 
of the foot. 

One of the persons at present most emi- 
nentiy engaged with the subject is Hermann 
Meyer, M. D.. Professor of Anatomy in the 
('niversity of Zurich. This gentleman is evi- 
dently determined ‘o examine the shoe ques- 
iion au fond, and heicin hardly be thought: 
farfrom right in considering that fashion 
should not so much have her say oathe 
shape of the shoe, because this has so greata 
hearing on healthand comfort. It is quite 
clear, he notices, that the foot must getinto 
the shoe, and if the shoe differs in shape from 
the foo',ethne latter, being the more pliable, 
ust necessarily adapt itself to the shape of 
ihe shoe: if then, be argues, Fashion pre- 
scribes an arbitary form, she goes far beyond 
her province and in realitv assumes the right 
io determine the shape of the foot. Since

The explanation is that a foot with its great 
toe lying obliquely is necessarily shorter than 
it Would be with the toe inits proper posi- 
tion: aud if the shoemaker calculates tne 
length of the sole by thatof the measured 
lepgth of the foot he makesthe shoe too 
short. It is claimed that in 
such a shoe there is no possibility of 
the great toe ever obtaining its true 
position, but that, on the contrary, it is more 
irmily tixedin its false direction, and with 
alithe consequent evils being thus intensi- 
fied. Another objection {fs that the shoe- 
maker, in order that the shoe may not pinch

Prof. Meyer bas no doubt about having dis- 
covered in What manner a physiological sole 
sbould be formed. Ina lecture delivered by 
him on the subject, reprinted-here by a sani- 
tary asscciatiop, are inciuded the following 
derections: 

The length of the foot fromthe back of the 


heel to the joint of the great toe is laid down 


ina straight line. The half of the breadth of 
the heel shouldthen be marked off on this 
lipe, and the center of the heel is thus ascer- 
tained. The length from the pointof the great 
tee to the point where the hollow of the foot 
comménces—that is to say, to the posterior 
margin of the ball of the great toe— about two- 
tifths of the length of the whole foot, is now 
tu be measured and marked off in, its. proper 
place on the primary s'raizbt line, and thus the 
broadest part of tbe foot.is found. At this 
place a lire should be drawn cutting the longi- 
tudinal straight line at right angles, and on 
this tranverse line the greatest breadth of 
the foot is to be marked, so that so much of 
the foot lies on one side of the long line as 
corresponds to half the breadth of the great 
toe, the restof the whole breadth ofsfoot fall- 
ing onthe other side. The Jongitudinal line 
is now carried alittle further forward, and 
then parallel to it the inner margin of the 
anterior sole is to be drawn und we thus be- 
gin at the ianer termination of the transverse 
iine which indicates the greatest breadth of 
the foot. All the points necessary t econ- 
struciion of a proper sole have thus been op- 
tained, namely, the inncr margin of the an- 
terior sole, the posterior boundary of the hee! 
and the greatest projection of the little toe. 
Around these points a sole may readily be 
copstructed, andtoa shcemaker of good taste 
it Will not be at all difficult to infuse into the 
design a certain amount of elegance. 

‘This instruction, however,is applied only 
to the formation of soles for fcet not very de- 
cidediy distorted by the ordinary form of 
sole, and further principles are to be ob- 
served respecting feet in which, when naked, 
ihe tee retains a false’ direction. The rule 
then is, in order that the foot may be restored 
toits true form,tecut the sole exactly asif 
the great toe were in Its proper position. The 
breadth of the shoe, itis aisosuggested, might 
even be scmewhat iessened xt this point if 
the projection ofthe root of the great toe is 
already considerable, in order thata gentle 
pressure inthis region might support the 
vreat toe inits change tothe right Sireetion, 
In case of permanent obliquity, the length of 
the foot is notto be taken in one measure- 


ment, for if so taken, the sole, it is con- . 


ceived, will be inevitably too short. The 
methca given for its \eing taken in two parts 
is that of first taking the length from the heel 
to the joint atthe rootof the great toe; and 
second, the length from this joint to the poiut 
ofthe great toe. These two measures are 
then to be added to each other and luid down 
in a straight line, the result being considered 
the primary longitudinal line of the foot. 
Such teachings are being put to some degree 
in practice here. Besides those who adhere 
to the Meyer theory in forming a _ kiad of 
shoes Which from their zreater favor for pe- 
destrian use have been styled the **Walkfast,”’ 
are others, surgeon chiropodists, who profess 
to copstruct shoes on some true pliysiological 
idea of their own. The most fashionable 
shops exhibit a style taking the name of 
‘Common Sense” beside the Dieppe shoein 
satin, the Louis \V. style, and the shoe with 
Lhe astonisbing Wurtemberg heel. 7 


Treading the Wine-Press in Hungary.

The chief apartment of the house, occupy- 
ing the center of itand being entered imme- 
diately from the front steps, was that devot- 
ed tothe wine-press.

I!ooked into 
the barrels and saw that the dancers or 
treaders were stamping on 
skins and stems of the grapes, 
at leastea foot in thickness, 
drained of their juice by the process, the fruit 
having been thruwn in> promiscuous!ly as it 
was picked—only that, in one ca-e, the 
grapes were white,xndinthe other purple. 
The overseer, a siurdy Watlachian, with a 
fierce black mustache and ringlets, looked 
narrowly at the little streams of juice that ran 
irom the taps, and when, at.last, those from 
one barrel dwindled, andthen came drop by 
drop and stopped, the treader swung himself 
to the ground, and, with shovels anu wooden 
vessels, proceeded to empty it of the pressed 
vrape skins and stalks, and refill it with fresh 
inust Sav mv romantie de-

use oOfthem if thev bad. For there was a 
kind of griminess about them, burned in by 
tbe sup, Which seemed to indicate that they 
never Washed either themselves or their 
clothes.

Crouch, theauthor of “‘KXathleen Mavour- 
neen’’? and marfy other popular songs, is now 
a cabinet-maker in Baltimore, and has been 
there for,years. Robert Heller’s father was 
the organist of Canterbury Cathedral, and in 
the littletown of that name Henry Palmer 
(Robert Heller) went to school in company 
with a ncighbor’s little daughter, and as boy 
and girl they were lit‘(le sWeatbearts. This 
early love of the great migician was named 
I'afny Crouch, and her father was a musical 
genius Who became quite a celebrity among 
bis towpfolk by his songs, attaining much 
fame in after time by his ‘**Kathleen Ma- 
yourneen.’? Heller had been before the pub- 
lic a long while when he drifted to Paris. 
There be behela the dashicg equipage and 
gorgecus costumes of Cora Veari, the noto- 
rious, dai!y, upon the street. Being struck 
with something familiar in her face, he ‘fol- 
lowed herinto a shop one day to obtain a 
nearer view of the celebrity. Suddenly she 
turned, wet his gaze, and instantly came for- 
wurd with outstretched hands. It was 
kanpy Crouch, his little school-mate. 
In this country Heller came across 
the unbappy father and composer. 
He was’ working at the  cabinet- 
making business in Baltimore, where Hel- 
ler’s father-in-law resided. Crouch was not 
atramp nor in poverty; he preferred the 
oblivion of a workshop in American to his 
old home and friends—no doubt through 
shame forhis davghter’s conduct. Those 
Canterbury people area strange lot. In poor 
Mr. Crouch’s case the knoe that Cora 
Pear! was a native of that stiff cathedral town 
was a thing to conceal and be ashamed of. 
But it was different with Robert Heller. Ile 
became fumous as a magnificent pianist and

Why Germans Hate the Jews. 
Willard Brown in the Ailit i: fur December. 


in many German Villages, where the com- 
mon jand has been gradually parceled in small 
bits, thefarms of the peasants are composed 
of minute strips of land scattered over the 
whole parish. [ have seen farms which con- 
tained 200 such strips, Baring-Gould, in his 
‘Germany, Past and Present,”’ -writes: ‘In 
some places the owner of twenty hectars 
(about fifty acres) will have some scores of 
bitsof land distributed over the whule sur- 
fuce of the parish. Such is the case on phe 
mainand the middje Rhine.’ ‘Tue jots of 
land are too small for pasturage; universal 
tillage drives the price of grainsolow that 
farming is not profitable; while the extra 
labor necessitated by having Jand in so many 
smal] lots places the peasants at ¢ creat dia- 
udvantage. Legal difficuities and conserva- 
tism priventthe exchange of lots and tue 
concentration of farms. A poor year com- 


moniv forces the peasants into the bands 
®' the Jews. In each village there are 


Jews Who are continuxlly watching the dis- 
tresses of the farmer. Thev induce him in ev- 
ery Way to Dorrow money, and when they 
once have a hold upon him he seldom escapes, 
lwo successive bard years, comvined wita 
huinous rates of interest, are often suliicient 
io overwhelm him. The Jews seize his land 
and sell itout in small parcels at hich prices, 
4s cOn.iq@uOUSs OWNers are anxious to enlarge 
Lbeir plots. Some ofthe meanest Specimens 
of mankind are found among these villave 
Jews, and their severity often causes out- 
vreaks against’ them. The lanied cias-es 
‘yinpath ze with the peasants in their difli- 
culties, and this explains in a measure tne 
present #eitation ayainst the Jews in CGer- 
many. ven Bismarck is said to be bitteriyv 
Opposed lo the Jews, His sympa'hies are 
with the landed aristocracy, and he «istikes 
the rise to power of the mere iotiie ana mon. 
ey -lending classes, of which the Jews are the 
Ost CODEPicuOUs eXampies. C. wus Once 8d 
deeply involvedin a serious outrage com 
mitted on the property of an obnoxions Je 
that he was forced to leave the vitiay -. Hee one 
fessed that his acts were foolisn, but pleaded 
in excuse the loss ofland and thome by the 
peasant with whom he was stayiny. The 
Jew had induced the peasant to enlarge his 
furm by buying lands on loans at excessive 
interest. A bad year followed and the peas- 
‘nt was obliged to borrow more money. Tne 
Jew, im lending, forced the veasantto take 
one-third of the loan in spirits. The natural 
“onsequences followed; the peasant dirauk too 
“uch; his crops were poor; his interest was 
‘OL paid, and his tand was seized by the 
ven. The Jews area barsh but effectual in- 
'rument of destroy'ng the system of **«mall- 
*\farming;’’ they bring the owaers of “‘lot- 
‘‘iing” into their power, und then sell the 
‘1s to those whose farin« are in larger lots, 
"who are therefore prosjerois. Efixtor- 


| to exist only among the rich lands of Ger- 
many; and it has consequently never been in 
vogue in Northern Germany. Nevertheless, 
the poverty of the soil has made the condi- 
tion of the peasant in the north worse than 
that of those in the south of Germany.

The use of 
the streets is not corfined to travel, but may be 
used for water-pipes,. gas-pipes, railroad 
tracks and telegraph poles. All these interests 
must be harmonized to accommodate each 
other, doing as little injury as possible to 
the adjoining preperty holder. WLen 
injury to the property-holders may be avoided 
the courts will interfere, if necessary, forthat 
purpose. The locition of the pole on the 
northeast corner of Second and Chestnut 
streets would neither uiscommede the public 
nor injure the adjoining property-owner. The 
motion to dissolveis overruled and the in- 
junction made perpetual against the com- 
pany.

THE COAL STRIKE, 

Alarming Condition of Afiairs in the Belle- 
ville District—Vivience and Intimidatiun. 
The situation in lhe coal fielas is still se. 

tious. A large meeting was held at the Kight 

Mile Stone yesterday, and the discontent, 

which is certainly geoeral throughout the 

fields, voiced itself. It will be remembered 
that several yeara ago the Coui Miners’ Union 
in the Beileville district was a very strong 
organization, controlling the work in 
the mines and laying down the law 
tothe operators. This uuiou was scotched by 
the coal) pool, but not killed; it survived in 
one or two weak lodges, andinthe course of 
the last few daysit has gained wonderfully in 
stiength. Lodges have been resuscitated 
throughout the district, and it is quite likely 
thatin a few daysmore all the work done by 
the pool will be undone, and the union will 
again assume control of the mines. At the 
same time a secret society, very similar 
in character and design to the 

Molly Maguires of Pennsylvania, is said to be 

gaining a very strong membership through the 

mines: Itistothis organization that mostof 
the violence lately perpetrated is ascribed. 

To day quite a deal of bulldozing has been 
reported. Atthe Birkner mines intimidation 
has been attempted in several cases and some 
ofthe miners have been kept away from work 
by the threats of the stiikers. Firearms have 
been produced on several occasions, and 
it is feared that a conflict may 
occur at any moment between the strikers 
and the Sheriff’s posse which is present at 
the scene cf the anticipated trouble. InColtins- 
villethere have been several collisions be- 
tween union and non-union miners, and the 
whole district is in a fe:.ment which may at any 
time culminate in the most disastrous results.

A Warrant Out for His Arrest for Abandon- 
ing His Witte. ; 


A warrant was sworn out yesterday by his 
wife against Michael J. Reiliy, the slayer of 
Albert Hatch, charging him with abandon- 
ment.

One thing 
is certain he is not behind the bars. 
Mrs. Reilly complains that her husband de- 
serted beronthe lith of June. He not only 
allowed his affections to stray elsewhere, but 
he mortgaged their home for $1,200, and 
brought her to a present condition of penury 
that places her a)most at the door of the Poor- 
house. In the meantime, she says, he set 
Mrs. Hatch—the cause of his domestic troubles 
und of the criminal complications in which he 
has been involved—up in business 
in Kansas City, where she is 
now lunning a haberdashery or milline es- 
‘ishment, on Grand avenue. The story of Reil- 
ly ’s infatuation has been ome well ventilated 
since he killed the husband of the woman

A Sunday School Story for Actors 
and Philanthropiets. 


The Game an Eleven Year Old Boy Played 
Upon Raymond, the Comedian. 


An an-el-faced little fellow in a cheap but 
nent suit of brown, and with the faintest 
breeginess of the street arab in the tilt of his 
hat as it bung down over his yellow hair, had 


been hanging around the Grand Opera-house - 


for a few days, until he impres$ed Treasurer 
McManus most favorably concerning his in- 
telligence.

The comedian 
ordered the bills for the clothes, hat and 
shoes to be sent to him at the Opera-housa., 
Willie had urged himselfinto his new rig by 
degrees at the several places of purchase, 
and when the comedian got through buying 
the iad Jooked like one of the winged and 
cully-headead little fellows you see over the 
altars of Cathoijic churches, in an unhallowed 
but very becoming suitof store clothes. He 
vent with Raymeondtothe latter’s room in 
the Southern Hotel, and during the after- 
noon sent athrill of joyand aTay of remun- 
eration to the heart of the comedian by com- 
ing forward with a $10 bill, which a gentle- 
man had dropped while transacting some 
business,in which th-re were frequent allu- 
sions to “heads” and ‘* tails,” with 
the lively broker of Gunter’s 
pew® plav. Raymond gave Willie 
+1 for his honesty, and went around the hotel 
and streets telling his friends that he had 

discovered a bov who was as ¢reat a curios- 
ity as the pyramids of Egypt, and in whom 
be could place as much faith as Mulberry 
Sellers basin his ‘“‘Infallible Oriental Oo- 

tical Liniment.’’ Manager Mavlin was de- 
lighted over the acquisition of the little fel- 
low. and Geo.

The 
fat woman was ushered in. She wanted to 
know ‘‘what kindof a man her boy was go- 
ing with?’? Sbe was the mother whose fun- 
eral trutbful and bonest little Willie had at- 
tended in tears andin his previous suit of 
clothes. Raymond owas thunderstruck. 
Willie was crushed. A mule with forty 
drinks of East St. Louis whisky inside of him 
and the viyor of thirteen streaks of lightnin 
concentrated in each hind leg as it ved 
through the atmosphere could not have 
caused these two innocent hearts to bieed 
more freely or copiously than did the words 
of this simple but gelatinous German woman. 
Mr. Kaymond explained aswell as be could 
that be was all right and meant to do well by 
the boy.

v)e condition of criminal law in this State

through the final stages of appeal to the 
court of last resort. Public sentiment ‘ha; 
een stirred up in an unprecedented manner 
during the year now closing, on account of 
the long delays in satisfying the demands of 
ustice, and numerous instances have been 
cited of a practical denial of justice.
